Nichols Street Bridge 


The selectmen, for the second 
week, again discussed the Nichols 
Street bridge. They were advised 
in a letter from the Town Counsel 
on the exact legal status of each 
of the bridges in Wilmington, and 
whether the railroad or the town 
was responsible, In the case of 
the Nichols Street Bridge the rail-

‘an abomination’, He wanted the 
Town Engineer and the Highway 
Superintendent to ‘look it over’. 

Bouchard said that from a struc- 
tural standpoint the bridge was 
sound but not from a viewpoint of 
safety, He thought the Selectmen 
should apply to the County Com~ 
missioners for relief, 

Niles moved that the Town Coun 
sel be asked to prepare rsfor 
a hearing before the Colinty Com- 
missioners, for alterations to the 
bridge, and that the Town Engineer 
and the Highway Superintendent 
be asked to prescribe the ,‘mini- 
mum’ safe conditions for the bridge 

Black pointed out that the Sel- 
ectmen had had this proposition 
before the County Commissioners 
on other occasions, and Niles re- 
joined with Let’s start - and see 
how far we can get’.
